PARIS, July 20— (U P)— Fuehrer 
Adolf Hitler’s proposed solution 
for a settlem ent of the Czecho­ 
slovak problem in the interests of 
European peace was transm itted 
by Britain to France today in the 
midst of an enthusiastic welcome 
for King George and Queen Eliza­ 
beth on their state visit. 
Diplomats of France and Britain 
engaged in extended talks to ce­ 
ment the political understanding 
between the two countries. 
Sec­ 
recy surrounded 
the nature of 
H itler’s proposal but Czech circles 
said 
Hitler 
suggested 
Sudeten 
German autonomy in Czechoslo­ 
vakia, with Czech neutrality guar­ 
anteed by the powers. 
Previous Refusal 
They said Prague previously re 
fused 
the 
proposal 
because 
it 
would 
oblige 
Czechoslovakia 
to 
abandon her definite m ilitary alli­ 
ances with France and Russia in 
favor of a 
less 
secure 
general 
guaranty. 
The 
French-Russian 
alliances 
guarantee to Czechoslovakia the 
m ilitary aid of the two most pow­ 
erful continental armies and air 
forces. 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, July 
20— (U P)—Karl H. Frank, parka 
mentary leader of the Sudeten Ger­ 
man party, demanded today that

Implicitly rejecting, in advance 
of its publication, the minorities 
statute which the government has 
drafted, Frank said th at it met 
less than five percent of the Ger­ 
man m inority’s demands. 
He expressed suspicion th at the 
government coalition parties in 
tended to force the statute on the 
German minority and commented 
that any effort to do so would 
cause a ‘'dangerous” situation. 
Frank, right hand man of Kon­ 
rad Henlein, the supreme German 
minority leader, and the parlia­ 
m entary chieftain of the minority 
party, made a strong plea for 
recognition of the rightness of the 
Sudeten German demands.

George H. Earle said 
today that he would convene the 
legislature in extra session Mon­ 
day night to pass a law preventing 
a grand jury investigation of his 
“Little New Deal” administration. 
A grand jury has been summon­ 
ed in Dauphin county Aug. 8 to 
investigate charges of graft and 
corruption against Earle and 13 
political associates. 
Earle said he would issue the 
formal call for the legislature to 
morrow and outline m atters for 
it to consider. 
Would Seize Evidence 
It was believed that he would 
ask for a legislative commission 
to 
supercede 
Car' 
B. 
Shelley, 
Dauphin county district attorney, 
and take his evidence away from 
him, or that the legislature would 
be asked to pass a law forbidding 
special grand jury investigations. 
Earle, 
who is completing his 
term as first Democratic gover­ 
nor in 44 years and the originator 
of the state’s "Little New Deal” 
was nominated last Spring as the 
Democratic candidate to the U. S. 
senate in the November elections. 
The charges against him were 
first made in the Spring primary 
campaign, by Charles J. Margiotti. 
Margiotti, who was then atto r­ 
ney general, said that legislation 
and state contracts had been sold, 
and state employes mulcted. 
He 
was a candidate for governor on 
a Democratic ticket opposed to 
Earle’s faction. 
When Earle de­ 
manded 
that 
M argiotti 
present 
evidence to sustain his charges, 
and Margiotti refused, Earle fired 
him as attorney general. 
Subse­ 
quently Margiotti was defeated by 
Earle’s candidate for the guberna­ 
torial nomination. 
Inquiry Launched 
But before the primary, M ar­ 
giotti had taken his evidence to 
Shelley, 
a Republican. 
Shelley 
prepared for a grand jury investi­ 
gation. 
Earle’s forces asked the 
state supreme court to stop the 
proceedings.

dynamite exploded in a chamber 
hewn out of solid rock in a w ater 
tunnel 65 feet underground. 
The men, employed on a public 
works administration project, lit­ 
erally were blown to bits when 
the dynamite accidentally was de­ 
tonated. 
All were negroes. Three 
of the nine injured were in & 
critical condition. 
The blast shook the suburban 
Hamilton section where the proj­ 
ect was located.

FOREIGN MARKETS NEEDED 
V H E importance of open world markets 
* 
for staple American products is em­ 
phasized in an unusual statement by Peter 
Molyneaux, Texas 
editor and lecturer, 
speaking to a college group on current 
affairs. 
He regards the world, and es­ 
pecially the United States, as “up a blind 
alley” because of a closed foreign market. 
Cotton is a good example of the way 
our farm crops are affected. 
Ten years 
ago about 60 percent of the cotton con­ 
sumed throughout the world was Ameri­ 
can. 
Lately the world has been taking 
only 46 percent of our cotton. 
“When you cut off the market of any 
American producer,” he says, “you cut 
off the markets of all American producers. 
Without a restoration of the foreign mar­ 
ket, only half the present agricultural’pop- 
ulation of the cotton belt can maintain the 
accustomed standard of living, much less 
improve it. 
“Despite expansion and employment 
which can reasonably be expected in the 
immediate future, the old cotton belt must 
plan for emigration. 
If the world market 
for cotton is permanently lost, it may be­ 
come necessary for six or seven million 
persons to leave and seek employment in 
other parts of the country.” 
He also repeats the familiar truth that 
we cannot sell 
abroad without buying 
abroad, and that such mutual exchange 
usually benefits both sides. 
Nearly every­ 
body admits that— in theory. 
In practice, 
over-zealous patriots are always demand­ 
ing that the money be spent at home- That 
happens in every country, 
and so all 
countries lose by it.

W H EA T L O A N A B A N D O N E D 
ASH I NG TO N— For days Washington 
has buzzed with rumors that this 
government would make a wheat loan to 
China. 
Inside fact is that such a pro­ 
posal was debated, but abandoned. 
Here 
is the story of what happened. 
Scratching around for new outlets for 
a 250,OOO,000-bushel wheat surplus, Ad­ 
ministration economists hit on the idea of 
disposing of a large quantity of wheat to 
China. 
A secret interdepartmental con­ 
ference was held, and the proposal was 
thoroughly aired. 
It involved shipping not wheat but 
flour, since Chinese flour mills, located 
principally in the Shanghai area, are either 
out of commission from bombing or under 
Japanese control. 
The Export-1 rn port Bank was to ad­ 
vance the funds, accepting a promissory 
note from the Chinese Government. 
But the conference struck snags. 
State 
Department career boys warned of the 
international implications. 
They said they 
did not want to offend the Japanese, and 
that Tokyo would consider even the feed­ 
ing of Chinese as unneutral. 
The Export-Import Bank also kicked 
against advancing the money. 
Two previ­ 
ous advances of the same sort remain un­ 
paid, the bank said. 
In 1931 the Grain 
Stabilization Corporation made a wheat 
loan to China, and in 1933 the RFC made 
them a wheat and cotton loan. 
Export- 
Import Bank now holds the bag for both, 
a total of $12,450,000. 
The final objection was put caustically 
by a State Department official: 
“What 
China wants is not wheat or flour but 
guns.”

The soil in which they grow should 
be kept cool and slightly m oist. If

W hen the lilies stand by them selves 
in full sun. then the soil about them 


should be well mulched. G ranulat­ 
ed peat or even grass clippings will 
serve. 
As shown in the G arden-G raph, 
when cutting lilies for indoor deco­ 
ration or when the blooms have 
faded, 
leave about half of each 
stem and its foliage to m anufac­ 
ture food for the bulb. This m eth­ 
od of cutting assures large blooms 
for next year.
